EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the claimed combination including the limitations directed to 

the specifics of an apparatus of actuating an engine valve, by actuating a locking device 
to decouple an intermediate lever from one of a pivot lever and a valve lever, pivotal 
movement of the pivot lever is transferred to the valve lever by a combination of the 
pivot lever pivoting relative to the valve lever and an abutment element moving along an 
abutment surface of the valve lever, is not disclosed or rendered obvious the art of 
record. 

Regarding claim 15, the claimed combination including the limitations directed to 
the specifics of a method of actuating an engine valve by reciprocally pivoting a pivot 
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lever, an intermediate lever and a valve lever about a pivotal axis, wherein pivotal 
movement of the pivot lever is transferred to the valve lever by a combination of the 
pivot lever pivoting relative to the valve lever and an abutment element of the pivot lever 
moving along an abutment surface of the valve lever and the valve is actuated 
accordingly, is not disclosed or rendered obvious the art. 

Regarding claim 16, the claimed combination including the limitations directed to 
the specifics of an apparatus of actuating an engine valve, comprising means for 
selectively unlocking a intermediate lever one of a pivot lever and a valve lever, pivotal 
movement of the pivot lever is transferred to the valve lever by a combination of the 
pivot lever pivoting relative to the valve lever and an abutment element of the pivot lever 
moving along an abutment surface of the valve lever, is not disclosed or rendered 
obvious the art of record.
